Cleveland Convention. 


Congressman Diclc, Mr. Douglass 


Bnd State Senator Harding put tna 
finishing touches to the platform. The 
main interest centered :r, the Cuban 
question, and -ivhiir xisssrs! *);c^ 
failed to secure the adoption of bis 
plank, a substitute was adopted which 
IE a composite of those prepared .by 
C'.cfe. Douglass and Taylor. Cuban 
reciprocity IB in the platform. Gen- 
eral Dick jubmitted his plank, Mr. 
Douglass his, and then Congressman 
Tayler placed one before the commit- 
t«e. From thes« three wan created 
the reiulution. which declares that 
trade concessions should be made to 
Cubft Wr similar concessions made by 
her, *nd that th« trade relations of 
the two countries are inter-dependent 
upon the other, and concludes: "The 
Halted States must redeem all prom- 
ises made to Cuba, bsth expressed 
and implied, genero»»ly." 


The platform 
is very long and 


touches on all issues, both state and 
national. 


This being; the 
first convention 


since the death of President McKin- 
!ey. a most eloquent memorial resolu- 
tion is Incorporated.

Havana, May 28. — President Pal- 


ma's message was delivered to the 
Cuban senate. The message opens by 
giving thanks to the Almighty lor His 
assistance ia carrying out the work 
of obtaining Cuban independence, and 
asks divine aid in the establishment 
of a. firm and stable government. 
President Palma recommends the en- 
couragement of the agricultural indus- 
tries ot the island, the raising of cat- 
tle, the establishment ot agricultural 
stations to improve the culture of 
sugar cane and tobacco, and the in- 
troduction of varied agriealtara! in- 
dustries. "While the question of reci- 
procity is still pending." the message 
goes on, "3t is Impossible to state now 
•what measures should be adopted to 
TO^et the pending crisis. This crisis 
Is due to the ruinous price of sugar 
caused by excess in production of 
beet sugar in Europe. An immediate 
remedy would be the reduction o£ the 
American tariff on sugar." 


President Paltna declares it is the 


purpose of the government »o devote 
its attention to education, j.tirt' espe- 
cially "to pniiiary schools: '!:" will, be 
the duty of the government to encour- 
age the construction of railroads in 
the island and to protect the capital 
already invested tn railroad enter- 
prises. The message concludes: "We 
roust also take especial care that the 
relations between Cuba and the Unit- 
ed States be most friendly, in order 
that there be no difficulty in arranging 
the political and commercial questions 
-which affect both countries." 


In the Senate. 


Washington. May 28. — A fruitless 


effort was made in the senate to se- 
cure an agreement on a time for a 
rote on the Philippine bill. The dis- 
cussion indicated that some day next 
•week eventually would be agreed on, 
but no time was fixed. For several 
hours Mr, Patterson (Colo.) discussed 
the Philippine question. Alter review- 
ing and commenting on the general 
Philippine question, he attacked the 
pending bill, particularly its provis- 
ions regarding the holding ot lands. 
He declared that it was monstrous 
and never should be enacted into law. 
He urged that the Filipinos be grant- 
ed their independence, and drew an 
eloquent word picture of the turning 
over to the Filipinos by the United 
States ot the islands when they had 
established a government. The conv 
jnittee on privileges and elections re- 
ported advarsely on the house resolu- 
tion providing for the election of sen- 
ators by direct vote.

New York. May 28.—El via L. Cool- 


Mge, circulation manager of the New 
York Commercial, was almost instant- 
ly tilled, and about 100 others in- 
jured by the breaking down ol a tem- 
porary sidewalk at Fifth avenue and 
Eightesnth street. Some of those in- 
jured may die-. Those who fell were 
part of the crowd gathered to watc'a 
the parade of militia, in bout}'' of the 
visit of the French Rocaaabeau com- 
mission to this city. Two hundred 
persons were on the sidewalk when it 
gave way. Tiey were precipitated 
20 fp.et into an excavation for a new 
building and fell ca piles of building 
Material.

IS. Mr. Landis (Ind.) "followed this 
Tictory vrith an amendment to pro- 
hibit stce sale of intoxicants in the 
Capitol, and it prevailed by a still 
larger majority—10S to 19. The bill 
brings together into one act all the 
scattered legislation heretofore enact- 
ed in regard to the iniEilgration cf 
aliens into the United States. 


Among the more important changes 


are those increasing the head tax on 
aliens coming into the United, States 
by land transportation from II to 
|1.50; adding to the excluded classes 
epileptics, persons who have been in- 
sane within five years, anarchists, or 
persons Tfho advocate (he overthrow 
of government by force, prostitutes. 
and procurers (whose importation- is 
now a felony, but whose entry is not 
prohibited); 
broadening the word 


"contract"' in the contract labor law 
to Include "offer, solicitation or prom- 
ise; " providing for the fine of steam- 
ship companies which receivo at the 
ports of departure a.iie»s aSicted -with 
loathsome or contagious disease, in- 
stead of providing, as DOW, for their 
deportation on arrival here; extenu- 
Ing the time within which an alien 
who becomes a public charge may be 
deported from one to two years, and 
providing that immigrants over 15 
years old should be able to read to. 
some language.

LORD METHUEN'S WOUNDS. 


BriUBfc G*ner«»'M Ae<lon» When Ho 


• • Surrendered to the Boer*. 
Lance Corporal .-Martin.of the First 


Loyal North Lancashire reginwut, who 
,-was captured by the Boers during the 
fight, in which Lord Methuen was 
wounded, has written a long letter to 
his wife at Lancaster from Mufelvlng 
under date March 12, in which he de- 
scribes the action, says-the London 
Standard. Alluding to Lord Methuen, 
the writer says: 


"The last gunner, finding himself 


alone, was Just leaving when he was 
shot through the head. Lord Methoen 
did not leave the guns ttH then. Ke 
came over to us and stood about fifteen 
yards from where I was. Five minutes 
later he got his Erst wound in his right 
side aud then tried; to mount his horse. 
I did not know what he was goinjj to 
do. but his horse got shot in the leg. 
and he hnd to get off. A few minutes 
later lie got his second truunu Hi the 
thigh and laid down on the ground as 
if nothing had happened. His horse 
vrus shot dead immediately afterward, 
falling on Lord Methuen and breaking 
his leg. Xne doctor Treat to him to 
dress his wounds, but before he had 
half finished Us was shot, too. sod our 
general had to lie until we surrendered. 
I am telling you this just to show what 
a brave and good soldier hs is. beloved 
by sill his rneii, those who hsii been 
with him from the first He always 
had a kind word for every one. and I 
hope he will pull through oad. set all 
right ajr.-iin."
